5-year-old dies 
after being hit 
by plastic bullet

NABLUS -- Troops firing plastic 
bullets shot and killed a five- 
year-old boy and a teenager. and 
wounded an American news 
photographer in clashes that 
erupted in the casbah yesterday 
after a visit by Defence Minister 

Rabin. 

It was the first time a journalist 
had been shot by troops since the 
start of the uprising in the 
territories. 

The boy. Ziya Haj Muhammad, 
had a bullet hole in his side, and 
officials at Ittihad Nisa‘i Hospital 
said he had also been wounded in 
the stomach and hand. Palestinians 
said be was hit as he stood near his 
home while youths in the area threw 
rocks at soldiers. The boy died after 
being operated on for several hours. 

Military sources said the boy bad 
been hit by one bullet during “an 
extremely violent situation.” in 
which troops faced rioters who pelt- 
ed them with rocks and bottles. The 
soldiers’ tough response meant that 
anyone in the area was liable to get 
hit. the sources said. 

After Haj Mubammad's funeral, 
in which mourners carried Palestin- 
ian flags, youths set up barricades 
and burned tyres in several parts of 
the city. 

In an earlier clash, 14-year-old 
Khaled Tbeileh was shot in the chest 
and killed. He was buried, covered 
with a Palestinian flag. 

During his funeral, troops sur- 
rounding the cemetery broke into 
the adjacent home of prominent 
Nablus businessman Said Kanaan 
and stationed themselves on the 
roof. Kanaan said the house had 
been ransacked: the front door was 
broken, a closet door was damaged 
and furniture was overturned. Kan- 
aan said that after he contacted the 
military governor and filed a com- 
plaint against the soldiers, the gov- 
ermor apologized and told him to 
submit a compensation claim. 

The American photographer, 
Neal Cassidy, 37, was wounded in 
the knee as he crouched to snap a 
Picture of youths jecring soldiers 
and horling stones. Cassidy, a free- 
lance photographer from Oakland, 
California. works for the Impact Vi- 
suals picture agency in Brooklyn, 
and for Frontline, a left-wing bi- 
weekly published in Oakland. 
Cassidy said he had walked into

the casbah and was ordered out by 
troops. He stayed in the area after 
soldiers failed to produce 4 written 
closure order. When the soldiers 
were 150 metres away, he said, a 
group of Palestinian youths began 
taunting them. banging metal shop- 
doors with rocks. and throwing 
stones down the street. 

Cassidy said that as he crouched 
behind the comer of a building some 
distance behind the youths. he felt 
the shot hit his knee, After being 
treated at a local clinic, he was taken 
to the Ittihad Nisa‘i Hospital, where 
the plastic bullet was removed. 

Troops had opened fire without 
verbal warning and when they were 
well out of danger. apparently aim- 
ing for the stone-throwers, Cassidy 
said. An officer who questioned 
Cassidy said soldiers hud not been 
aware that he wus in the area, Cas- 
sidy turned down the officer's pro- 
posal to move him to an Israeli 
hospital. 

Military sourees said later that 
Cassidy had put himself in danger by 
emtering a closed military zone and 
positioning himself behind protest 
organizers who were forcing shop- 
keepers to shut down and sending 
youths ahead to stone soldiers. 

U.S. State Department spokes- 
man Charles Redman said the U.S. 
expected the Israeli authorities to 
provide Cassidy with adequate med- 
ical care. 

Aside from Cassidy, three Pales- 
tinians were reported wounded in 
Nablus. one of them in the neck. 

Earlier. youths threw stones at 
troops securing Rabin’s visit to the 
central square, and soldiers entered 
the adjacent Cairo-Amman bank, 
arresting a 25-year-old employee 
and beating him, local sources said. 

In Jenin, two youths were report- 
ed wounded in clashes with troops.

NEW YORK - The UN General 
Assembly yesterday delivered its 
most overwhelming rejection ever 
of a perennial Arab effort to strip 
Israel of its UN credentials. 

By a 95-41 vote, with seven ab- 
stentions, the General Assembly ap- 
proved a Norweigan motion not to 
act on an Arab amendment to with- 
draw Israel's credentials. During 
last year’s General Assembly, the 
vote was 80-39, with 10 abstentions. 
This year’s dramatic improvement 
came at a time when many here 
were predicting that support for Is- 
rael’s credentials would decline be- 
cause of the intifada. 

In the Eastern bioc, Hungary. 
which was absent last year, voted for 
the first time in support of maintain- 
ing Israel's credentials -- joining Ro- 
mania and Yugostavia. Israeli diplo- 


mats here were equally gratified that 
East Germany, formerly a staunch 
advocate of stripping Israel's cre- 
dentials, did not participate in the 
voting this time although they were 
present in the chamber. Other East 
European countries which did not 
vote this year included Albania, 
Bulgaria, Czechoslovakia. and 
Poland. 

China and India again abstained 
and the Soviet Union voted against 
Israel as it has in the past. 

But while Israeli diplomats ex- 
pressed disappointment on the Sovi- 
et vote. they emphasized that the 
Soviets were sending a positive sig- 
nal by allowing their East European 
allies latitude on the issue. 

The only setback for Israel was 
the switch by Jordan to the anti- 
Israel position. Last year Jordan ab- 
stained on the credentials vote.

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In defence of democracy 


THE Supreme Court yesterday added an im- 
portant'and proud chapter to the annals of 
Israel's judiciary and to its volumes of judge- 
ments which determine the upholding of the 
country’s rule of law and its democracy. 

In rejecting the appeal of Meir Kahane’s 
Kach Movement against the Central Knesset 
Elections Committee's decision to ban its run- 
ning for the next Knesset, Israels highest 
court clearly established that the principle of 
ensuring the dignity of man and the equality 
of all its citizens, regardless of race and creed, 
is a Fundamental tenet of our society. When 
threatened, it must take precedence, even at 
the risk of curbing the important democratic 
right ta vote for a certain political party. 

At the same time, the Supreme Court ruled 
hy majority vote to uphold the decision of the 
Central Knesset Elections Committee not to 
invalidate the Arab-Jewish Progressive List 
for Peace. thus turning down an appeal by 
Likud, Tehiya and other right-wing parties. 

The unanimous ruling against Kahane, 
written by the President of *the Supreme 
Court, Justice Meir Shamgar, determined that 
the Kach Movement is clearly racist in aim 
and action. The consistent scorn and humilia- 
tion it has heaped on Arabs and its calls for 
the violent denial of their rights are all too 
frighteningly reminiscent of the worst experi- 
ences that the Jewish people itself has had to 
suffer, Justice Shamgar wrote. The extremism 
and the manner in which the Kach Movement 
thus drastically perverts the character of the 
State of Israel are all more than sufficient 
grounds for taking the admittedly drastic step 
of disqualifving the list, he concluded. 

The Supreme Court thus completed a step it 
could not take four years ago when it 
the Knesset to take steps to protect Israel’s 
democracy from Kahane’s Kach phenomena. 

Kahane has been effectively prevented 
from running for the next Knesset and from 
increasing his movement's parliamentary 
strength. but does this mean that Kahanism is 
dead? To judge by yesterday's first reactions, 
{με danger of racism, Kahane-style, still looms 


large. 

To begin with, Kahane himself and his fol- 
lowers vowed yesterday to carry on with their

tions. A spokesman for the National Religious 
Party said outright that the Supreme Court's 
ruling against Kahane and in favour of the 
PLP amounted to a lack of public justice. The 
ultra-nationalist Tehiya party pledged to in- 
troduce legislation in the next Knesset that 
would make a ruling similar to that against 
Kach impossible. 

The sad part is that although Kahane him- 
self and his-henchmen will not be able to run 
for the next Knesset. many of their ideas, and 
particularly the concept of “transfer” — mean- 
ing the transfer of large numbers of Palestin- 
ians from the territories across the River Jor- 
dan and points beyond — has meanwhile 
become a legitimate topic of public debate. In 
fact, a party formed recently by a well-known 
reserve general. Rehavam Ze’evi, has a one- 
issue political platform which is transfer.

Curiously. the Likud stands to gain most 
from the disqualification of Kach.

Fawzi asserts that Sunday, Octo- 
ber 14, 1973, was “ἃ black day" for 
Egypt and the tuning point of the 
war; from that moment, defeat was 
inevitable. That was the day, he re- 
veals, when Egypt lost 250 new 
tanks with their crews, while Israel's. 
losses totalled 30 tanks. 

The former war minister details

GENERAL FAWZI does not re-

SADAT THEN TRIED to help Syr- 
ia. He ordered the war minister, 
General Ali, to act. So, on October 
12, Ali instructed the chief of staff, 
General Shazli, to begin offensive 
moves deep into Sinai, starting the 
following day; when he would come 


και 


on an inspection. Shazli ordered the 
commanders of the Second and 
Third Armies to prepare for 
operations. 

But the Second Army command- 
er, Gen. Sa’ad Mamoun, and the 
Third Army commander, Gen. 
Abd-el-Mon’ecim Wasil, voiced 
strong opposition, and made it clear 
that the order, if carried out, would 
result in grave danger. Sadat sum- 
moned the two to the high com- 
mand’s underground War Room in 
Cairo where, after a prolonged ar- 
gument, the war minister continued 
to insist that the political instruc- 
tions of the president must be car- 
ried out, and Syria must be saved 
from her grim predicament. 

However, it was decided to post- 
pone the offensive to the morning of 
Oct. 14. Four tank brigades were to 
be used, in addition to an infantry 
brigade riding in tracked personnel- 
carriers, moving in four.separate di- 
rections. The decision was to em- 
ploy the Third Armoured Brigade of 
the Fourth Division in the drive on 
the Mida Pass, the Third Brigade of 
the Seventh Division (infantry) to- 
wards the Giddi Pass, and the 21st 


Armoured Division (all three bri- 
gades) into central Sinai. The over- 
all target was to advance 12-15 km. 
from the Canal. 
During the nights of Oct. 12-13 
and 13-4, the designated forces 
crossed the Canal, assisted by nine 
Sam-2 and Sam-3 missile platoons. 
According to Fawzi, the Israeli 
forces deployed eight armoured di- 
visions in the area on the morning of 
Oct. 13, spread out on the western 
slopes of the two passes. The Israelis 
launched most of these forces. in- 
cluding reserve units which had 


‘meanwhile been mobilized, against 


the Canal front. 

Because the order to delay the 
action did not reach the Egyptian 
forces in time. a single division set 
out for the passes on the morning of 
Oct. 13, but its offensive failed and 
it returned, with losses and cdkual- 
ties. to the east bank of the Canal. It 
intended to prepare for another at- 
tack with replenished forces at 6.30 
a.m, on the 14th; however, by noon 
that day the big overall offensive 
had failed, so it stayed where it was. 


THE MAJOR OFFENSIVE started 
as planned along three parallel axes, 
with some 50 km. between each ad- 
vancing division. It failed totally. 
All the forces retreated to their 
bridgeheads on the Canal bank by 
noon. “The enemy.” writes Fawzi, 
“succeeded during that day in de- 
stroying most of our tanks. That 
black day we fost 250 tanks.” 

The Second Army commander, 
General. Mamoun, collapsed at 
8.30 in the morning upon hearing 
the news of the smashing defeat of 
the 21st Division and the loss of 
most of its tanks. He lost conscious- 
ness and was flown to the Ma‘adi 
Hospital in Cairo. 

Fawzi strongly condemns both the 
planning and the execution of the 
Egyptian offensive. especially the 
absence of air cover for the attack- 
ing forces and the failure ta carry 
out- adequate preliminary inteili- 
gence activities. 

He relates that in the confusion of 
retreat, further mistakes were made 
and Egyptian tanks fired at others 
from their own side, and as a result 
the crews began abandoning their 
vehicles and returning on foot. even 
when their tanks had not been hit. 
for fear they would become targets 
for the Israelis — or the Egyptians.

available at every garden centre or 
seed shop.) 

Other vegetables now available at 
well-established nurseries include: 
white and red cabbage, savoy cab- 
bage, brussels sprouts, broccoli, cel- 


ery, leeks and cauliflower. If you 
have a greenhouse, you can raise the 
plants yourself in germination box- 
es. In the warm areas in the Jordan 
Valley and along the shores of the 
Dead Sea, tomatoes, eggplants and 
peppers, in addition to alf the 
‘above-mentioned vegetables, may 
be planted during October. 

To encourage amateur gardeners 
to grow one of the less common 
vegetables in our country, we'll give 
the example of broccoli (Brassica 
oleracea italica). A typical cool 
weather plant of the cabbage family, 
broccoli is one of those delicious 
vegetables which are overlooked by 
many amateur gardeners. 

The edible part of broccoli is the 
clusters of flower buds which must 
be cut before the flowers open. 
When you cut the large centre clus- 
ter, with about 10-15cm. of stem, 
the sides sprout and will then supply 
a continuing crop for several weeks. 
Broccoli seeds can be started in a 
seedbox; the seedlings should be 
transplanted about 50 cm. apart. 
The crop will be ready for harvest 
about three months after planting.

Characteristic. too, of this 
school is that they hardly miss 
an opportunity to denigrate the 
Land of Israel's Jewish inhabit- 
ants and Jewish historical asso- 
ciations. Interestingly. this 
school includes Orthodox, or 
formerly Orthodox. Jews for 
whom religion became what it 
is to most Western Christians -- 
a Surictly private matter or mark 
of Exilic degeneracy that had best 
be discarded. 


THESE LOVERS of a de-Ju- 
daized and de-Zionized “real 
Eretz Yisrael." and not the Zi- 
onist residents of Judea and Sa- 
maria (especially the Orthadax 
ones, who are their main tar- 
gets), are an example of that 
Narrow patriot described by 
philosopher George Santaya- 
na, “a soul contralled by geog- 
raphy.” What they have ts the 
stones, trees, hilltops and vul- 
leys, the labanelt and zaatar, of 
the Land of Canaan, without 
the spiritual heritage of the 
“real Eretz Yisrael. 

They are no less racist than 
Meir Kahane with their atti- 
tude of “get rid of the territo- 
ries with their Arabs," desiring 
an Arab-free Jewish ghetto 
with sealed borders, or, prefer- 
ably, a “Hebrew Israel” ulti- 
mately becoming assimilated 
into the “Semitic Orient.” 

To them no less than to the 
“Whole Land of Israze] Now” 
extremists the U.S. statesman 
Adlai Stevenson addressed his 
definition of patriotism: “...not 
a short and frenzied outburst of 
emotion. but the :ranquil and 
steady dedic:tion of a 
lifetime."" : 

When an American says he 
loves his country. said Steven- 
son. he means not only the 
lovely hills, prairies. mountains 
and seas, but “ an inner light in 
which freedom lives and in 
which a person can draw the 
inner air of self-respect.” 

To which, for the liberal-uni- 
versalist-humanist Jew, I would 
add Isaiah's admonition (51:1- 
3): “Hear me. you righteous- 
ness-hunters, you God-seckers. 
Look to the rock out of 
which you were hewn, to the 
quarry from which you were 
dug. Look to Abraham your 
father and to Sarah who gave 
you birth..."

The Iraqis claim they captured 
much of Iran's operational armour 
in a series of offensives between 
April and August that retook all the 
territory the Iranians had seized in 
the previous six years. 

The speed with which the Iranians 
were driven back surprised even the 
Iraqis. Iranian resistance, mainly by 
the Revolutionary Guards, ap- 
peared to collapse rapidly as the Ira- 
qis regained the offensive after years 
of static defence. 

The 350,000-strong Revolution- 
ary Guards, Iran's sometimes-reck- 
less force of Islamic militants, bore 
the bruat of the fighting and took 
appalling casualties in human-wave 
offensives. 


THE IRANIANS’ abrupt accep- 
tance of UN Resolution 598, the 
basis for the August 20 cease-fire, 
stunned many Iranians, including 
the military, said businessmen who 
were in Teheran at the time.

‘Telecommunications 
growing 10% a year’

The 10% annual growth in the 
telecommunications sector makes it 
the fastest expanding area of the 
economy, Economics and Commu- 
nications Minister Gad Ya'acobi 
said yesterday. 

In North America and parts of 
Western Europe, half of all jobs will 


‘| be in communications, computers 


and information, with 
only 18% a decade ago and 31% 
today, he said. The trend will be 
similar in Israel. 

The minister was speaking at a 
seminar on national telecommunica- 
tions held at the Knesset Tower Ho- 
tel. Over 100 professionals from Be- 
zek, the Postal Authority, the 
Communications Ministry, the IDF, 
police and private companies at- 
tended the seminar. 

“We are now in the midst of a 
third industrial revolution, in which 
all telecommunications systems are 
being ‘integrated to serve man and 
the economy comprehensive- 
Be μὰ said. It is changing our lives,

computers at home rather than com- 
muting to their workplace, compa- 
tues can move their offices and fac- 
tories to outlying areas with cheaper 
land, and consumers can do increas- 
ing amounts of banking, shopping 
and information retrieval at home 
via computer. 

All this, he said, would help re- 
duce traffic on the roads and the 
need to invest money in building 
more because people will not always 
have to commute to work.

He praised Bezek and the new 
Postal Authority for their “very en- 
couraging™ progress in increasing 
efficiency and improving and ex- 
panding services.

Bank shares °88 
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Index linkage just 
plain hard to beat 


The primary form of saving, in 
this country at least, is by linking 
money to the Consumer Price In- 
dex, henceforth the index. 


Fans of foreign currency linkage, 
including those who keep their mon- 
ey in free foreign currency accounts, 
or overseas, should note that the 
fong-term record is unambiguously 
in favour of the index over almost 
any alternative, except the ven, 
Deutschmark and Swiss franc in cer- 
tain periods. The dollar, U.S., Ca- 
nadian or Australian, and certainly 
the pound sterling, are all also rans 
in this race. 


To the current recycling jambo- 
ree, for all that dollar-linkage has 
made a comeback, index-linked sav- 
ing is the dominant channel for the 
investor's money. Index-linked sav- 
ings are available in various forms, 
the most notable of which are gov- 
ermment, and more recently, corpo- 
rate bond issues traded on the Tel 
Aviv Stock Exchange; mutual funds 
that invest mainly or solely in these 
bonds; saving schemes run by the 
commercial banks, that also invest 
mainly, but no longer exclusively, in 
index-linked bonds; and provident 
funds that invest the great bulk of 
their portfolio in index-linked 
bonds.

To the investor, though, the key 
issue regarding saving schemes is 
not what they do with the money. 
but what rerurn they offer him. This 
article will review the main index- 
linked schemes available, and what 
they are currently offering. How the 
bonuses offered are financed, and 
what tiie banks do with the money is 
quite another matter. beyond the 
purview of the current discussion. 

The standard item on the banks’ 
shelves is the Tesuah scheme. This 
scheme runs for a minimum of two 


years, but the saver can choose to" 


lock up his money for three, four 
and five years, and even as long as 
six at Bank Hapoalim. 

The issue of liquidity, or how long 
the money is tied up for, is one of 
the most important in this discus- 
sion. On the one hand, the standard 
approach is that, for any given rate 
of return offered, the shorter the 
maturity period of the investment, 
the better it is. But this may not 
always be so, and now may be an 
exceptional case. Many analysts feel 
that the average rate of interest be- 


ing offered by the banks, of around 


5% per annum, is unlikely to last 
much longer because the profit’ mar- 
gins on which it is based are being 
steadily narrowed. What this means 
that if someone puts his money 
into the Tesuah scheme now for two 
or three years, when his money next 
matures he will probably find that 


the banks will no longer be offering 
such high yields as they are now, 
Therefore, it may be worthwhile to 
deposit the money for four, five or 
six years, if that is at all possible. 


As for the yield itself. this is con- 
tinuing to fluctuate, both between 
banks and even within each bank, 
from one week to the next. as mar- 
ket conditions change. Therefore, 
the eager investor should shop 
around to see what is available at 
any given time. In any event, the 
yardstick to use is that 5% index- 
linked anaual interest has been the 
form for this campaign period. Less 
than this should be considered 
unsatisfactory. 


Another important point with re- 
Spect to saving schemes generally is 
the ease of withdrawal during the 
life of the scheme, i.e. prior to the 
agreed maturity date. In the context 
of the Tesuah scheme this has be- 
come a major item of competition 
between the banks, with each one 
seeking to give as much liquidity as 
possible to its scheme, by offering 
numerous “stations.” at which the 
investor can get out of his invest- 
ment without serious loss of inter- 
est. Without going into very detailed 
analyses, it may be noted that the 
worst terms are those of First Inter- 
national, which offers no exit points 
at all in its 2-3 year scheme, and the 
best is Discount which allows savers 
to jump off at the end of every 
month, which is virtually equivalent 
to all the time. 

But. and this is worth stressing, 
the ability to get out should be a 
secondary consideration when con- 
sidering whether to get in. If you 
emter ἃ saving scheme that extends 
over several years, it should be with 
the definite intention of staying the 
course. Of course, though, circum- 
stances can change and give rise to 
an urgent need for the money, and 
then it's important (o be able to 
break the deposit. But, in contrast 
to the situation that existed several 
years ago, when penalties for break- 
ing saving schemes were very se- 
vere, and bridging loans were al- 
most non-existent, today the 
penalties are much lighter and loans 
are much more easily available, so 
that temporary liquidity problems 
can be solved without breaking 
schemes and, if the worst comes to 
the worse, schemes can be broken 
without incurring disproportionate 
losses. 

The last point that needs to be 
made, and this is valid for all the 
savings scheme offers presently be- 
ing made, is that the size of the 
bonus available is also subject to 
change by individual branch manag- 
ers. Hard bargaining can squeeze 
out extra fractions of percent. 

Saving schemes have been the 
preferred method of saving for those 
bank share holders who have re- 
deemed their shares. But for some 
savers, provident funds are more at- 
tractive. The next column will ex- 
plain why this is so. 


Electricity link with Egypt now ‘more attractive’

Carmel’s 
workers end 
their strike 


OR AKIVA (Itim) — Workers at the 
two factories of MK Avraham Sha- 
pira’s Carmel Carpets here yester- 
day agreed to return to work, after 
over two weeks of strike action. 


Management and works commit- 
tee officials from both plants yester- 
day reached an ment over the 
number of dismissals at the Carmel 
Carpets and Glenoit factories. In 
place of the 130 dismissals overall 
originally demanded by manage- 
ment, 50 workers at each factory 
will be fired, while the other 30 will 
be given professional retraining. In 
another compromise, the sacked 
workers will receive compensation 
payments at ἃ rate of 150%, and not 
100%. Another clause in the agree- 
ment freezes the salary bonuses 
owed the workers until December 
next year. 

The negotiations that ended the 
strike began Monday, soon after 
Shapira’s return from abroad. The 
factories’ owner took an active 
in.the discussions which finally end- 
ed in an agreement yesterday after- 
noon.

Until now, the Israel Tennis As- 
sociation has followed the ITF poli- 
cy of not preventing individual play- 
ers from competing in South Africa.

NO DOUBT there is real pain 


{-somewhere in. the. middle: of Mike 


Tyson's marital confusions but, on 
the basis of the script so far, amuse- 
ment or boredom is a more probable 
reaction than deep sympathy. 

What is happening between the 
world heavyweight champion and 
the wife and mother-in-law who 
have come to be known as ‘the pack- 
age’ seems less like a genuine epi- 
sode in human affairs than a crisis in 
a comic strip. 

Tt was in keeping with the general 
tone of the exchanges when Tyson 
answered his wife's earlier petition 
for divorce by filing in Superior 
Court in Trenton, New Jersey, last 
weekend bebind a bombardment of 
allegations that cast the 23-year-old 
television actress as the kind of 
scheming malicious woman even 
Bette Davis might have shied away 
from playing.

with Tyson's manager, Bill Cayton, 
King and the cable television net- 
work HBO, they were still insisting 
that there was a legal obligation on 
the biggest draw in boxing to fight at 
Wembley Stadium here in London. 
“We don’t know anything about this 
latest injury story.’

He has indeed, and he is in the 
habit of pursuing them with a single- 
minded resourcefulness that might 
have made Machiavelli throw in the 
towel. The word that Tyson now not 
only regards King as a principal ad- 
viser but felt that King's farm near 
Cleveland was a good place in which 
to shelter from the headlines and the 
bounding associated with his mar- 
riage problems may turn out to have 
more bearing on his future career 
than the expensive mouthings of all 
the hired lawyers and psychiatrists. 

King, who learned worldliness as 
a big operator in the Cleveland 
numbers rackets and an inmate of 
one of his nation’s toughest peniten- 
tiaries, and has since come un- 
scathed through major investiga- 
tions by the US tax authorities and 
the FBI, may not seem to possess 
experience particularly relevant to 
courtroom warfare between Tyson 
and the alliance of his wife, Robin 
Givens, and her mother, Ruth Rop- 
er. But the beleaguered fighter is 
likely to decide that whatever coun- 
sel the former street hustler blows 


into. his ear is worth the listening 
time. King’s claims to a wide know!- 
edge of philosophy and literature 
may be hilariously fraudulent but 
when it comes to surviving awful 
predicaments he is PhD material. 

Of course, if Tyson does benefit from 
the advice and support now being of- 
fered, there will be a price to pay. With 
King. there almost always is and several 
of the fighters whose careers came under 
his control will testify that it can be 
exorbitant. 

Yn this context, there should be no 
need to emphasise how unlikely it is that 
the King-Tyson liaison would have deca 
anything like as close as it is if Jimmy 
Jacobs had lived. While be was manag: 
ing the champion jointly with Bill Cav- 
τοῦ there was as cordon of emotional 
protection maintained around the raw 
and vulnerable personality of the prodi- 
gy Jacobs frequently referred to as a 
‘boy-man." 

The probability is chat if Jacobs had 
remained vigorous he would - through 
the leverage afforded by his own original 
and forceful nature and by the special 
access to Tyson bequeathed to him by 
the fighters first and most important 
mentor, Cus D°Amato - have kept anar- 
chy out of the boy-man’s life for at least a 
year or two longer. . 

Perhaps big bud dramas would have 
got τὸ him in the end anyway, since his 
terrible childhood in a New York ghetto 
may have left him with a long-term ten- 
dency towards hazardous and irrational 
behaviour, But Robin, Ruth and Don 
might all have found that implunting 
themselves profitably in Mike Tyson's 
affections was a far harder job with 3 
suong and energetic Jimmy Jacobs on 
the scene.

Gullit’s absence gives Germans hope

Iraq agrees to POW exchange 


UNITED NATIONS (AP) -- Iraq 
has agreed to send home all the 
prisoners of war it seized in the Gulf 
war if Iran reciprocates. An Iranian 
diplomat said yesterday that he sees 
πὸ reason why the plan cannot 
proceed. 

The proposal, which an Iraqi dip- 
lomat confirmed would apply to all 
prisoners of war, could signal a thaw 
on at least one issue in peace 
negotiations. 

The Iranian diplomat noted both 
nations bad exchanged sick and in- 
jured prisoners before on a humani- 
tarian basis, and said similar repatri- 
ation could begin for the remaining 
POWs. 

Both diplomats spoke on condi- 
tion of aconymity. 

According to the Red Cross, Iran 


has 50,182 prisoners and Iraq 19.284 
prisoners. But UN officials and dip- 
fomats in Iran and Iraq believe Iran 
has 60,000-70,000 prisoners and 
Traq 30,000-50,000 prisoners, many 
of whom have yet to be registered. 

Iismat Kittani, Iraq's ambassador 
to the UN, said in a letter given 
Monday to Secretary-General Ja- 
vier Perez de Cuellar that Iraq is 
teady to begin the POW exchange, 
but said it had nothing to do with the 
peace talks. 

“Since the exchange of prisoners 
is ἃ humanitarian matter" in re- 
sponse to a Red Cross request, “our
